When the senate reconvened the democrats 
tried to have the clerk of the house recognized, 
but the president ruled that he could recognize 
no one without a quorum. A few mmutes be- 
fore 12 the democrats arose in a body and 
marched over to the house. The remaining 
senators carried a motion to adjourn, 

ANOTHER VOTE TAKEN. 

When the senators and representatives had 
assembied, Mr. Haines said, as he understood 
the law, it made no difference whether a quo- 
rum was present or not—the law was impera- 
tive that the vote should be taken. The roll- 
call resultedSin the senate—Morrison 22; in 
the house, Morrison 52; and Morgan voted for 
Haines and Haines voted for Morrison.

WILL AN EXTRA SESS'ONHAVETO 
" ‘BE CALLED? : 


An Alleg¢ 4 Discrepancy in Legisiation, Which, it is 
Atee. ted, Will Reguire an Extra Secession of the 
Leg sla ure to Remedy-—Firer, Freezes 
acd Other Georgia Happeaings. 


EavanNaH, Ga., February 11.—[Special.}—The 
Times thisafternoon containsan editorial refer- 
ence to the discovery of aserious oversightin the 
act passed by the legislature December 21, 1584, 
which created a profound sensation, and is calcu- 
lated to occasion’complications of a serious na- 
ture. Among the important duties of the legis- 
lature was to provide meeting that portion of 
the state debt falling due in 1585, 1886, by funding 
the maturing debt in new bonds bearing a mod- 
erate rate ofinterest, which could be negotiated, 
the money thus raised to be applied to 
paying the principal of the Gebt falling duc in the 


years stated. 
A SERIOUS DBFEKCY. 


The ect covering the case possessed all the pro- 
visions necessary for carryirg out the measure 
with one exception, and thati«a well nigh fatal 
one. The legislature entirely forgot to provide for 
atinking fund with which to pay these new bonds 
on their maturity, This is a serious defect in the 
act, and one which will materially interfere with 
its bein carried out. The bonds may be issued 
but unless the governor can give positive assur- 
ance that they will be promptly paid at maturity, 
he will have a great dedl of difficulty in nego- 
tiating them. Of course the legislature will 
amend this act in such points us it may bé neces- 
sary, and provisions will be made to render the 
law operative. 

AN EXTRA SESSION MAY EE NECESSARY. 

But the legislature will not mect until nextsum- 
mer, and in the meantime the governor may find 
himeeli greatly embarrassed, perhaps, that his 
hands are securely tied. It may even be found 
necessary for him tocallan extra session of the 
legislature to correct the serious, if not fatal over- 
sight of that body in this matter.

IS THE SENATE DODGING? 


| There seems'to be a mild, but effectifal 


in the senate over the bill which 
aS for its object the restoration to the 
government and to public uses the millions 
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have been unanimous, since there was only 
one vote in the negative. The bill thus 
backed up by the unanimons voice of the 
representatives of the people, was forwarded 
to the senate, and it bas been on the calendar 
of that body since last summer. 

We say on the calendar, but this fails to 
describe the condition ofthe bill. 1t has 
been on thecalendar and under the calen- 
dar, on the table and underthe table. The 
grave and reverend senators have not even 
deigned totouchit with a pair of tongs. 
They heave danced around it and dodged it 
with an agility thatis remarkable, Fora 
time it was first on the calendar, but it 
promptly found its way tothe bottom, and 
whenin the course of time it was reached 
again, it was eagerly postponed, 

Senator Hill, of Colorado, recently declared 
that the senate was under the control of cor- 
porations and monopolists, but it was sup- 
posed that his language was prompted by the 
sting of defeat, and, in any event, that it was 
too sweeping to be true. It is understood, of 
eourse, that a majority of the republican 
senators are bound to and controlled by 
interests that are not the interests of the peo- 
ple, but assuredly it is not true of the demo- 
cratic senators, nor is it true of all the repub- 
lican senators. No doubt there is a majority 
of that body which is willing, in a pinch, to 
do justice to the public, to protect the inter- 
ests of the people, and to defeat the swindling 
operations of corporation syndicates that ara 
now holding by fraud millions and millioas 
of acres of the public lands. 

But the persistent manner in which 
senate has avoided consideration of the house 
bill is mystifying, to say the least, and it has 
given rise to some very ugly ramors. Jhose 
who are inclined to respect the senate are be- 
ginning to inquire if there is not, after ail, a 
grim significance in the Colorado senator's 
sweeping denunciation of his colleagues. 

There is no element in the house bill, 
which restores tothe pubiic the lands (for- 
feifed by the Pacific roads, but that of simple 
justice to the people. The report that ac- 
companies the billis supplemented by some 
characteristic letters written by C. P. Huant- 
ington, the Pacific railroad king, to one Col- 
ton. Weadyise the senate to take up and 
discuss this bill. Thecountry desires to see 
a show of bands in regard to this matter of 
forfeited land grants.

THE FOUR YEAR TERM ACTS, 

All the acts that name a _ term for subordi- 
nate cflicials should be repealed. Postmas- 
ters, marshals, collectors, and all other sub- 
ordinate officers, for the good conduct olf 
whom higher officials are responsible, should 
hold office so long and only so 
long as the superior oflieer is 
satisiied. All subordinates should 
be removable at the pleasure of the superior 
ofticer, whether it be the president or a mem- 
ber of the cabinet or of some other supervyis- 
ing ollicial. Thisistherule in all private 
establishments, and it is unbusinesslike and 
unwise to establish a different policy in pub- 
lic offices. 

No possible good can flow from the fixed- 
term plan. <A term of four years is too short 
to ziye us trained officials. Before the in- 
cumbent has become thoroughly familiar 
With the duties of the place, he must 
begin to make preparations for a change 
in busipesss or else he must 
begin to intrigue for reappoiat- 
ment. There is no civil service reform what- 
éeverinsucha plan. Al1) the subordinates of 
a four-year ‘oflicial know when his term 
ends, and they gdvern themselves accord- 
ingly. Ifthere isasingle good feature in 
short fixed terms for subordinate executive 
officers, it must be hidden very deeply. All 
actsof that nature should be repealed, and 
the new administration would improve the 
public service and put the army of subordi- 
nate cilicials on ‘their good behavior by in- 
ducing congress to consider the subjeci at an 
early Gay. 

The entire theory of fixed terms is unbusi- 
nesslike. it keeps men in oflice who should 
be removed, andit operates oftentimes to 
turn men out who should be retained. It 
pensions aman uponthe people for whose 
acts other men are responsible. It hands 
ever a branch of the service toa man for a 
short period, on the understanding that he is 
to give way to a new and green hand, whoin 
turn is to be succeeded by a néw man at the 
end of another four years, or before either 
can become master of the duties of the office. 
It encourages negligence and incompetency 
in public places. Itis ina word a policy 
that has no principle behind it and no record 
to commend it. 
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NAMING STORMS. 

A circular issued by the signal service re- 
grets that some confusion has arisen in regard 
to the nomenclature of storms, the result be- 
ing that cyclones are called tornadoes, and 
tornadoes called. cyclones. Mr. Hazen, the 
able “‘Probabilities”’ of the country, who is 
presumably the author of this circular, says 
that he wants the words cyclone and tornado 
brought back to their original technical 
meanings, so that their use shall conform in 
some measure toright and justice, and to 
terminology of meteologists the world over; 
and he informs usthat the signal service 
never applies the word cyclone to southern 
and western tornadoes, 

Mr. Hazen describes cyclones and torna- 
does, and shows wherein they differ, but it 
seems to us that he is disposed to be a little 
too nice in unimportant details. It seems to 
us, too, that he is inclined to regard. our 
southern cyclones as somewhat insignificant; 
but has Mr, Hazen ever been caught out in 
one of these cheerful gales? Has he eve 
stepped out on his front porch,'with only one 
suspender fastened, and found himself face 
to face with one of these insignificant torna- 
does? | 

If he bas ever bad this experience then his 
opinion is entitled to some weight. If he

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THE CREMATION MOVEMENT. 


This moyement is gathering force, wr | 


ly in large towns, where relief of some kind 
in overcrowded cemeteries is needed, In the 
crowded districts of continental Europe cre- 
matories are rapidly springing up, 
and it is no exaggeration to say 
that cremation has there become a 
common and acceptable substitute forburial. 
Within the past twelve months fully a dozen 
cremation socities have been organized ‘in 
this country, and the prospect is that every 
city of fifty thousand people will soon have a 
free choice between the two methods of dis- 
posing of the dead. Crematories are to be 
erected at once in New York, in Boston, in 
Buffalo and in Cincinnati. The wealthy 
Mt. Auburn cemetery association, near Bos- 
ton, has decided to ereet one, and a bill 
is pending in the Massachusetts legislature 
to incorporate the New England cremation 
society. The movement is spreading as rap- 
idly as its friends can desire. 

It isa reform that should advance slowly. 
Reason and sanitary’science are behind it, but 
it is confronted by old associations and old 
sentiments that should not be hastily beaten 
down. ‘Such associations and sentiments are 
to be dealt with gently; they are in great 
part acreditto the human race, and the 
proposed change will come necessarily very 
slowly. Reason will whip sentiment, how- 


ever, in the long run, andin the meanwhile, 


there is nothing to be gained by quarrelling 
over the matter or by undue urgency on the 
part of its advocates. Cremation is a practi- 
cal matter, and if it becomes the sole method 
for the disposition of the dead, it will be 
because practical men become convinced that 
ihe proposed change is reasonable and whol- 
ly desirable.

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Cyclones and Tornadoes, 

The rural correspendent has already commenced 
writing up the “cyclones’’ of the year, Of course 
he is mistaken, but the outside world will swallow 
the misapplied term and remain under the im pres- 
sion that Georgia is swept by cyclones abouf’six 
mcnths in the year. Asummary of one of General 
Hazen’s circulars will perhaps convince our read- 
ers that our occasional local storms are not cy- 
clones. 

According to General Hazen, the word ‘‘cyclone”’ 
came into use about forty years ago to describe the 
violent storms of the bay of Bengal. Itisthe name 
givén toa storm whose path is from one hundred 
to five hundred miles wide, a storm characterized 
by a broad cioud disc, from which heavy 
rain falls; with spiral inward blowing 


winds of destruc.ive violence near the center, 


but with a calm space (ten or fifteen milies 
in diameter) at the center itseli, known as the 
‘eve of the storm.’’ The barometer always records 
a low atmospheric pressure near the storm-ceuter. 
Cyclones have a progressive motion, not directly 
visible, but apparent in the passing changes of the 
weather they bring. They are not always violent, 
are often accompanied by a broad sheet ot cloud 
with rain or-snow, with high temperature in front 
of them and low temperature following them. In 
thiscountry such cyclonic storms never leave a 
narrow path of destructive action along the track 
of their central passage, but are beneficial 
rather than otherwise, as they bring the greater 
share of the rains. Asa whole, they travel across 
the country from west to east, at a rate of twenty- 
five to thirty miles an hour; thesame storm often 
endures for a week, and its path may be followed 
for several thousand miles. Tornadoes are violent 
local storms, which appear to be generated only 
in certain parts of the broad and relatively harm- 
less cyclonic storms. Tornadoes are marked by 
their wellknown whirling funnel cloud, and by 
their wnarrow path of destruction, within 
which few structures can stand. They advance at 
a rate of twenty five to thirty miles an hour, cor- 
responding to the progression of the great cyclonic 
storm within which they are generated; anda 
single tornado seldom cndures more than an hour 
ortwo. Anumbcr of tornadoes frequently occur 
on the same day in adjacent states; they are com 

monly associated with thunder stormsand with 
gales or squalls of violent straight line winds. The 
name tornado has been used since the early part 
of this century in this country and ie Europe. Its 
replacement by cyclone is very recent and should 
be avoided in order to prevent confusion.

Eprrors CONSTITUTION: I havyeread with some 
interest the comprehensive article from the pen 
of your accomplished Washington correspondent, - 
on the war department.

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THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 
The Great Success of the Civil Service leg- 
ulations, 

Waszrnoton, February 11.—The president 
to-day transmitted to congress the second an- 
pual report of the civil service commissien, 
covering the period from January 16, 1854, 
to Jannary 16, 1885. In hie letter of transmit- 
tal he says: 

“The commission is in the second year oi its 
existence. The president congratulates ttfe 
country onthe success of its labors, commends 
the subject to the favorable consideration of coa 
giess,and asks foran appropriation to continue 
ihe work,’ 

THY NATURE OF THE DOCUMENT. 

Ji is a comprehensive document, giving 
full account of the action of the commission 
and of the results achieved. It says the civil 
service law has been found practicable and 
leetive tor the accomplishment of its pur- 
i oseet Durins the year persons heve been ex- 
amined from every state and territory except 
Idaho. One hundred and sixty-two examina- 
tions have been held and 6,347 persons have 
been examined, of whom 5,525 were males and 
$22 females. Of those examined 4,141 passed 
ata grade showing them competent tur 
the publie service, and 2,206 = fuiled, 
The whole number of appointments 
made under the commission bas been 2,322. 
The report deciares thatthe commission has 

norearon to believe that any discrimination 
~on political ground has been made in these 

appointments, and positively asserts that none 
has been made in connection with the exami- 
pations. It is declared that no complaint das 
come to commission by any person, 
examined, or desiring to be examined, 
of any such discrimination. 

The whole number examined inthe depart- 

mental service has been 2,276, of whom 1,742 
were males and 534 were females, Of the 
males 965 and of females 373 succeeded et the 
examinations. The whole number of ap- 
polntments to the departments at Washington 
during the year has beon 438, of which 39! 
were inales and 47 were females. The report 
suinmerizes the general results as follows:

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TWO BIG FIRES. 


THE LEYDEN. HOUSE AND CREW 
STREET SCHOOL BUILDING. 


An Olid Southern Mansion Swept Away By the 
#iames—Heavy Losses—The Accidents and 
Incidents—Crew Street School Building 
Destroyed by Fire—A Bad Night. 


The Leyden house on Peachtree street was 
destroyed by fire last night. 

The fire was first detected about seven 
o’clock. If was then consuttiing the roof on 
the south end of the building and had been in 
progress fully five minutes. It was first seen 
by some small boys who were on the streets, 
and gave the alarm which attracted the at- 
tention of some of the residents, one of whom 
hurried to box 15, at the junction of Peachtree 
and Broad streets, and pulied down the lever. 
All this consumed time and when the alarm 
hell broke the stillness of the night the fire 
had gained such headway that that entire por- 
tion of the city was brightly illuminated. The 
air was perfectly still, and the strokes of the 
bell could be heard in almost any portion of 
the city. The house wes located on 

ONE ©F THE HIGHEST POINTS 
in thecity, and the bright blaze could be seen 
all over town. This caused hundreds of 
ladies and gentlemen to start in the direction 


of the light. Many persons’ thought that the 
executive mansion was on fire, and almost by 
the time the fire deportment reached the con- 
fiagration, Peachtree street,from E/jlis to Cain 
street, Was jammed end packed with poople. 
The roof of the building was old and dry— 
just fit meat for fire. The street was as bright 
as noonday, and persons had no difficulty in 
recegnizing friends a block away. 
REMOVING THE FURNITURE. 

When the alarm was given the boarders 
were at thesupper table. They had just taken 
their seats, and when they were intormed that 
the house was on fire an indiscriminate rush 
for apartments ensued. No one waited to as- 
certain what progress had been made by the 
fire, but all seemed to believe that the build- 
ing was doomed toa speedy and certain de- 
struction, and each one began saving what 
was to him or her most valuable. In a few 
seconds after the alarm was sounded the hall- 
way, the main entrance and the yard 
presented a busy appearance. Men, 
women and children, and servant and master 
wero flying hither and thither. Everybody 
had something in his hand. One was carry- 
ing out the headboard of a handsome bed- 
stead, while another rushed from the build- 
ing with a smali package of some kind in 
hand, The goods were piled in the street or 
in one of the yards near by, and then the per- 
son would rush back for something more. As 
fast as people arrived assistance was given 
those who were in the house until nearly every- 
thing was removed. The pianos, parlor 
suits, chamber suits, carpets, trunks, bedding, 
paintings and wearing apparel were taken 
from the burning building and piled in one 
indiscriminate messin the streetor yards. 
More than ordinary coolness was displayed, 
and while some erratic things were done, the 
people were generally calm and sensible. 

TAR DEPARTMENT'S WORK. 

The fire department reached the scene on 
good time, but owing to thecrippled condition 
of the waterworks, was unable to accomplish 
much until after the entire roof had been con- 
sumed. Lines of hose were stretched frem 
several waterplugs and with a 
bravery rarely seen, the firemen ap- 
proached the flames, but the water would not 
flow. There seemed to be a want of pressure, 
and as the small stream would spurt two'or 
three feet from the nozzle and then fall lim- 
pidly to the ground, a general feeling of dis- 
gust began to take hold upon the large crowd 
present. The | being between the 
executive mansion on the north and Mr. 
Rebert Richard’s handsome, but unfinished 
residence, on the south, a fear that one or 
both of these handsome and expensive struc- 
tures would go Bs became cen- 
eral, and invectives gainst the water 
works were pronounced. Engines were attach- 
ed to the water plugs, and the additional 
pressure thus secured finally gave the firemen 
a chance to utilize the water. The air was 
very cold, much colder than those arouud 
presumed, and as the water fell from the noz- 
zie itactually froze. However, before the 
building could be entirely consumed the water 
began to flow freely. 

THE ORIGIN AND PROGRESS OF THE FIRE. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. It began 
ongthe roof or directly under it, and quickly 
ate its way through. When detected it cov- 
ered a space fully ten feetsquare. Mr. Tom 
Glenn was one oj the first persons to see the 
fire. He says that the entire front 
side of the roof appeared to be on 
fire. The flames were not long in spreading 
all over the roof. Soon this was burned en- 
tirely away, and then the fire began eating its 
way down tothe ground. The ceiling,the top 
floor, the walls, one after another, gave way to 
the fire as it marched onward in its easy con- 
sumption of the building. The timbers were 
old and dry and the fire made rapid progress. 
First the roof fell in; then the old heavy cor- 
nices, which was one of the beauties of archi- 
tecture when the building wes erected, gave 
way and dropped oif in flakes of fire as large 
asasawilog. Then the walis and the second 
floor fed the flames, adding heat to the 
already hot fire. 

Just aiter the flames began working on the 
second floor, the water increased in supply, 
The firemen 

WORKED FAITHFULLY AND HARD, 

and succeeded in extinguishing the flames. 
The roof and the walls of the building above 
the second floor were absolutely destroyed. 
The ground floor was not injured. In fact, 
none of the rooms or the hallway on the first 
floor were hurt except by the water. The 
building, however, was entirely destroyed, as 
the portion left standing cannot be utilized in 
rebuilding. 

The building belonged to Mt. A. Leyden 
and was uced as a boarding-house. It con- 
tained twenty-seven rooms, and was well pa- 
tronized. It was insured in Mr. John Moody’s 
agency for $11,000. Mr. Leyden also had an 
insurance of $3,000 on his furniture. At the 
time the fire broke out the house was full of 
boarders, all of whom lost more or less. Mr. 
A. F. Pickert, wile and son, Mr. H. Castle- 
man, wife and son, Mrs. Lundy, baby and 
nurse, Mrs. W. W.Gordon and daughter, of 
Savannab, Mrs. Ball and daughter, of Eu- 
faula, Ala., Mrs. Beach, of Knoxville, and 
Mr. and Mrs. J. N. Moody were among those 
who were compelled to seek homes last 
night. There was nothing like a 

yanic while they were leaving the 
ema Mre. Lundy’s child was quite sick and 
its removal had to be accomplished with great 
care. However, kind hands and warm hearts 
carried it toa place of safety. Mr. H. Castle- 
man’s sick son was removed to Mr. Glenn’s 
residence acroes the street, where he was made 
comfortable. 
WR. H. CASTLEMAN HURT. 

When the roof dropped in persons standing 
near the building began backing away. Ii 
looked as ifthe tall, heavy upright columns 
sround the building by which it was so well- 
known would fall, and this caused the 
crowd to move. However, they did not 
fall and only one accident happened, While 
rusbivg in and out of the building, Mr, If Caa- 
tleman was struck on the head witha flying 
piece of furniture and received an ugly sealp 
wound which bled profusely. As Mr, Castle: 
man rushed from the building after being hit, 
his blood stained face created @ genuine sen- 
sation, as all who saw him feared that he had 
heen seriously, and probably fatally injured. 
The wound, when examined, proved to be a 
badscalp wound. Mr. Castlemau was con- 
ducted to Mr. Glenn’s residence where he 
parsed the night. Mr. Matt Ryah, chief of the 
fire department slipped on the ice which 
formed from the falling water and was con- 
siderably jarred up. 

THE HISTORY OF THE HOUSE. 

The Leyden house was built in 1858. It 
wes one of the few houges in Atlanta that was 
not des during the war, and its burning 
last pight removes one of the old ha 
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Hartwell Tarver, one of the largest slave- 
holders in the south. It cost $10,000, and was 
built for a summer residence. Samuel Sher- 
wood was the contractor, and at the time the 
house was built that design was the pervading 
and fashionable style of architecture in the 
south, and was a type of the old southern 
mansion. The land on which the 
Leyden house and the executive 
mansion stands owas purchased by 
Mr. H. H. Tarver and Governor Colquitt, and 
was divided, Mr. Tarver taking the south 
half and Governor Colquitt the north half. 
Mr. Tarver built on his lot. Governor Col- 
quitt sold his, but, subsequently, while gover- 
nor ofthe state, occupied the mgnsion built 
upon it. Mr, Tarver was a southern Georgia 
. planter at that time, and now resides near 
Albany. The house being on one of the high- 
est points in Atlanta, was quite a prominent 
feature of the city during the war, as it could 
he seen a long distance off. The tederal 
troops could see it at long range, and for 
weeks during the seige of Atlanta it was a fa- 
vorite target for their artillery. It was struck 
by atumber of cannon balls. An extended 
view of the surrounding could be obtained 


FROM THE TOP OF THE HOUSE, 


and the confederates daily sought its roof to 
scan the country with their field glasses. For 
miles the eye, aided by the lense, could ob- 
serve Sherman’s approaching army. After 
the fall of Atlanta the house was used by Gen- 
eral Thomes as headquarters, and in this way 
escaped destruction. During the war, or about 
the close of the war, the house passed into the 
hands of Mr. Wm. Herring, the father ot Mra. 
Leyden. At Mr. Herring’s death the house 
became Mrs. Leyden’s upon the division of the 
estete. Thestyle was a novelty to most per- 
ebns, especiatiy to visitors from the north, 
‘WhO had yer a southern 
planter’s rooms were 
all large with high ceiling, and were thor- 
oughly ventilated. The hallways were wide 
ard spacious, the stairways easy and graceful 
in their incline—only the best material was 
used in its construction, and but for fire the 
building would have been good when a hun- 
dred years old. The portico all around it, and 
the tall heavy fluted columns which encom- 
passed the building, marked it asthe property 
ofan era long gone by. The windows were 
large and spacious, extending to the floor, and 
the building all in all was one of the most 
convenient and comfortable in the city. Its 
destruction will be univereally regretted. 
NOTES AROUT THE FIRE. 

The Leyden house will probably be rebuilt. 
A fine brick would make that block a valuable 
one. The Capitol City club-house, Mr. Rich- 
ards’s handsome residence, and the executive 
mansion, with the new Leyden house, would 
present a handsome front.

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CLEW STREET SCHOOL HOUSE BURNED, 


The City Losesa Building Which Cost 12,- 
000—Itis Insured for $6,000. 

The Crew street public school building was 
entirely destroyed by fire about one o'clock 
this morning. 

The fire was 
minutes to one o’clock by Patrol- 
men Holland and Ryan. They were 
then walking their beat on Jones street about 
seven blocks away from the school building. 
Their attention was first attracted by a bright 
light, and only a glance was necessary to show 
them that some building was on fire. They 
both hurried to the alarm box, No. 35, which 
is lecated on the corner of Washington and 
Clarke streets, and 

SENT IN THE ALARN. 

They then ran on towards the fire and soon 
ascertained that it was located at the Crew 
street school building. gue blaze was bright 
but was small. It was located near the big 
chimney in the center of the _ roof 
of the building, but before 
the fire department could reach the 

lace the entireroof was one sheet of tre. 
he department was not less prompt than 
usual in responding, but Crew street was in 
such 2 wretched condition that the horses 
could hardly draw the machines, The 
building was a frame structure 
which has been standing for sixteen years,and 
wes material just suitable for a good fire. The 
roof was soon burned away, and then the 
flames began devouring the walls. The 
brightlight drew a large crowd out, and great 
interest was taken in this the 
second big conflagration of the 
night. The fire department, as soon as it 
reached the building, began doing some hard 
work, but 


Srat discovered about ten 


SO DRY WAS THE MATERIAL, 
and so far had the fire -gone, that it 
wes im possi ble to save any 
portion of the building. The fire made rapid 
progress, and in less than an hour the build- 
ing had been transformed from a seat of learn- 
ing into a heap of ashes. 

The origin of the fire was a defective flue. 
At first it was supposed to have been the work 
of an incendiary, but the patrolmen who first 
discovered it and gave the alarm assert most 
positively that the fire was then 

LOCATED ON THE ROOF 
near the chimney. This statement was sub- 
stantiated by other persons who saw the tire 
during its early stages. It isa known fact, 
too, with Mr. Vol Dunning and others living 
near the echoolhouse, that the 
flue has always been defective 
Frequently the smoke escaped from the flue 
directly under the roof in such volumes that 
it would force its self through the shingles ia 
quantities so large as to induce observers to 
think the building was on fire. The stoves in 
the building were all used a great deal yester- 
day. The weather was extremely*cold and warm 
fires were kept up during the day for the 
scholars’ benefit. It is presumed that one of 
the fires continued 
TO BURN UNTIL LATE . 

in the night and that a spark from the defective 
flue got into the shingles and caused the con- 
flagrution. It is even thooght that the fire 
began 2s much as two or three hours before 
it was discovered, and. that if re- 
quired that length*of time for it to eat 1ts way 
through the roof so that it could be seen. 

The Crew street building was erected in 
1865. It cost the city $12,000. It was an 
eight-room two-story frame and was furnished 
with pew substantial furniture, the latest 
charts, blackboards, ete. The furniture was 
valued at $2,500. The board of education 

HAD AN INSURANCE 
of six thousend dollars. Five thousand dol- 
lars was on the building and one thousand 
doliers on the furniture. Itis believed that 
eight thousand dollars will replace the build- 
ing. The school wre attended by five hua- 
dred pupils, and a great many books, etc., 
were destroyed. Each child had on ar 
average, it is estimated, at least 
two dollars worth of books. 
This would meke ea total loss in books alone of 
$),000—a snug sum for some book-store man. 
Major Slaton, the suporintendent of the public 
echools, was present at the fire, but was pow- 
eylees todo anything.

AS TO THE CROSSINGS. 


WHAT H.1. KIMBALL SAYS OF THS 
NUISANCE, 


Hie Says the Froposed Pian of Relief Agaiast the 
Bailroad Crossivg Nuisance is Worse Than tho 
Wuisance Itself- He Proposes that For- 
tyth Streét Crossing be Bridged. 


Mr. H. I. Kimball] has some very decided 
views on the railroad crossing nuisance. A 
ConstitvTion man hearing that he had once 


mede a study of the matter, called on him and 


asked what he thought of the matter. 

“T think no more important subject can be 
presented to the attention of the citizens of 
Atlanta. The day after his honor Mayor 
Hillyer was elected Isaidtohim: ‘In my 
judgment,the solution of the railroad crossing 
problem should be one of the important 


“events to mark your administration,’ and I am 


pleased to note that his honor is taking some 
action in the matter. In going to and from the 
Kimball house to my office in Taz Consritv- 
tron building, I have occasion to pass over 
Whitehall street crossing severa! times a day, 
and I have never been so impressed with the 
importance and necessity that some action 
thould be taken by the proper authorities as 
]amat present. Certainly. 
VERY GREAT IMPROVEMENT 
could be made and the danger very much 


lessened it the railroad companies would 
siinply give such directions to their engineers 
as would prevent trains going in opposite di- 
rections when passing crossings. A number 
of times during the past month I have stood 
at the crossing while a train was passing one 
way, every one who who was waiting expect- 
ing that on its peseege the way would be clear 
for them, but they are confronted by a train 
just coming up from the opposite direction. 
{ is a wonder that there are not more acci- 
dents oceur than there are. If any of that 
responsibility rested on me a8 a railroad, or 
city official, it seems to me I would go “crazy” 
if 1t could not be remedied. 
» Jt is a nuisance that ought not to be tolerat- 
cd, it stirs up everything, gets people provok- 
ed and out of patience, retards business and 
endangers Jife. If my opinion in regard to 
this matter is what you came after, you have 
it.’ 

‘“‘Mr. Kimball, what I particularly desired 
your opinion upon, was the proposed changes 
of grade of the tracks, which doubtless you 
are familiar with.’”’ 

**It is the remedy then upon which.you re- 
quire my ecpinion rather than the evil itself? 
Well, you can have both. And of the two, 
from my present information in regard to the 
propesed remedy I should say unhesitatingly 
that the remedy is mueh worse than the evil. 
in other words I believe jthat if the tracks 
were Jowered sixteem feet that the peopie 
would within six months aiter the accom- 
plisbment of that purpose. 

CRY ALOUD, 
And be inuch more ready to pay what the 
whole work bad cost to replace it than they 
were to pay for heaving it done.” 

‘You astonish me. We have all been under 
the impression that the proposed plan was 
feasible and practicable and would result in 
great benefit tothe city. What reason heve 
you for condemning it so strongly?” 

“It seems to me that there area thousand 
reasons. I have only time to give you com- 
paratively few. The gentlemen who have the 
matter in band have doubtless given it much 
thought, and I do not like to dothem injustice, 
but the plan upon its face shows

that I will state some ot them. It may at 
least provoke discussion and result in throwing 
some light upen the subject that will be of

with it. Firat: The plan contemplates 
sinking the tracks and the _ passen- 


ger depot s:xteen feet below street grade, 
Peeple who have not seen this experiment 
tried can have but little conception of what 
an intolerable nuisance such a depot is in any 
city. Ilived in New Haven, Conn., where 
the experiment was tried. The railread pass- 
ed through the city in the bed of an old canal. 
The depot was centrally located, but, as is 
as | in this instance, was about sixteen 
teet below street grade. In other words, down 
eellar. Nearly every year some new plan 
was worked up to make itappear that it was 
not down ce.Jar, until finally they procured 
the consext of the city to 
NARROW UP THE STREETS 

on either side and make large open areas for 
the admission of lightand air, in fact they 
did everything that they possibly could with- 
out regard to cost, in eordar to eure the 
nuisance and to make ap be think they were 
not down cellar. All of which were total fail- 
ures. New Haven and the railroad compa- 
nies sufiered from the disastrous effects of this 
underground structure until they could staud 
it no Jonger, and were compelled to abaudon 
itand build a new structure nearly a mile 


from the centre of the business portion 
of the city in order to get upon land 
where the depot was at. strect grade, 


A train puffing through the city wita its smoke 
stack eight or ten ieet above oxe’s head is bad 
enough, but when it is brought down where 
the smoke, cinders and fire even is emitted at 
your very feet, it is unbearable. 

If there was no other reason 
but the one I have stated, if it coat 
nothing and could be accomplished by simply 
saying ‘“‘do it,” | am confident that the ineoa- 
venience and nuisauce of having a passenger 
depot sixteen feet below -street grade would 
be x greater evil than to leave the matter just 
as it pow stands. Another reason is the dilli- 
culty that there would be in keeping this cel- 
lar depot dry. The basement 
ihe Kimball house is less than 
nine feet below the present grade of the 
depot tracke, we strike water th digging three 
feet below our basement floor line, and the 
large well which we have in the basement 
needs to be pumped out very often, or it over- 
flows. It may not be known to the persons 
who are examining the matter that the depot 
grounds at and along that live is fall of 
springs. At the time we built the present 


- depot, it was a very difficult matter to secure 


goud foundations uoder some of the ory and 
i fear thatto go down twentyffeet below the 
present grade, which would be neecssary 
if the tracks are loweréd sixteen fect, would 
develop a serious difficulty. Again, to make 
a cut of the character proposed, would de- 
velop a hundred difficulties that can not 
be seen or provided for on the survey. 
Gas, water, sewer and other pipes which cross 
and recross this section many time:, would 
present difficulties and make costs hard to 
calculate,the springy aud boggy character of 
ihe grounds through which the proposed cut 
is to pass, would involve the necessity of soled 
snd expensive masonry to make it safe. Bat 
it is useless for me to take your time or mine 
in multiplying objections to this plan. I 
would a great deal rather spend my time in 
suggesting what I would consider a betier 
plan.” 

- “That is just what I would like to have you 
do. I think the readers of Tay Constitution 
will understand most emphatically that you 
are not in favor of the plan proposed.” 

“I do not look at this matter as some of our 
citizens do who want to get rid of the trains 
eltogether. If it became a question whether 
we would submit to the present nuisance,great 
as it is, or bave the railroad tracks, with their 
depots, freight houses, etc , removed entirely 
from their present location to the outskirts of 
the ws at iy though they cro:sed no streets 
at grade, 1 would reply, ‘Let the tracks re- 
main and submit to the nuisance.’” Railway 
Staticns are for the accommodation and con- 
venience of the public, and when they are not 
centrally located they fall tar short of the de- 
mands of the present day. Philadelphia 
abandoned a magnificent depot with every 
convenience except location, and spent

are at grade. he same is true of Boston, 
Buffalo and many othe: cities I could mention, 
where the business and population ara 
ten times greater than that of At- 
lanta. For the pasty ten years I have 
been 2 director in the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, and some years ago the 
late General McRae and I, realizing that the 
time Was near at hand whed the citizens would 
demand some relief from the obstruction to 
business, especially to pedestrian travel, gave 
the matter most senate study, and we re- 
garded the problem as 
EASY OF SOLUTION. 

The first great object to be attained is 
safety to life and limb. That is vastly 
more important than any other considera- 
tion im this matter. In the protection of peo- 
pe there ought to be some arrangement either 

y Ordinance of the city or consent of the rail- 
roads or joint action. I do not pretend to say 
how this should be arrived at, but simply that 
whoever has it in charge should press for its 
accomplishment.

This would practically relieve the three 
prominent streets mentioned. We shoul: tken 
arrange for pedestrians to go under the 
tracks. 'This would be a very 
simple matter. A cut of seven feet could be 
mace under the tracks and a neat passago 
meade, Which would allow free crossing. The 
approaches could be made to run parallel with 
the railroad tracks and the cut would not in- 
teriere with the streets or sidewalks as at pres- 
ent arranged, I have heard objections to this
